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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of the Information Disclosure Statement filed April 22, 2003. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed April 22,2003 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1 .97(c) because it lacks a statement as specified in 37 CFR 1 .97(e). It has been placed in 
the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 3-4, 6-8, and 1 1-20 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With regard to 
independent claims 1 and 7, the prior art of record, Ewing, fails to disclose a mounting apparatus 
having a clip arranged on the sheet metal portion and a receiving region arranged on the sheet 
metal portion having a slot formed into the sheet metal portion, the receiving region receiving an 
edge of the capacitor, the edge having a portion of a rim of the capacitor and cooperating with 
the clip to at least partially secure the capacitor to the sheet metal portion, wherein the portion of 
the rim is inserted into the slot when the capacitor when the capacitor is positioned at an angle 
relative to the sheet metal portion, as set forth in the claim. With regard to independent claim 14, 
the prior art of record fails to teach a lighting fixture having at least one wire tie that at least 
partially secures the capacitor to the lighting fixture via a plurality of holes arranged in a 
mounting surface of the lighting fixture, as set forth in the claim. Claims 3-4, 6, 8, 11-13, and 1 5- 
20 depend from claims 1, 7 ,and 14. Therefore, claims 1,3-4, 6-8, and 1 1-20 are patentable over 
the prior art of record.
